Charters were granted by the last Legisle- 
ture, and the one preceling, to thirty-two 
railways in Georgia, and to them liberal aid 
was grAnted by obligatihg the State to endorse 
their bonds upon certain conditions. Fron 
the number of applications for charters, it is 
evident that the people in various Jocalitirs 
of the State, unprovided with railroad facili- 
ties, feel deeply interested in the matter. 
Some sections of Georgia are losing many (f 
their best citizens on account of the want 0! 
railroad facilities; the trade and commerce 
of these sections are also being injured from 
the same cause, There are many corporators 
connected with these various chartered roads, 
who as yet have never organized their com.

There is, most unquestionable, authority for 
asserting that these books have effected the 
purpose for which they were written. Over 
five thousand schools have them as 
text books, some of which are in the North. 
Nineteen in twenty of the stockholders are 
Southern men, and many of them among the 
most prominent of our citizens.

LOCHRANE, C. J. 

The plaintiffs in error were indicted for 
murder and convicted and a motion for a 
new trial, was overruled by the court. 

Hip, That the practice of trying the 
competency of jurors by the court, under the 
law, now is, after the juror has satisfactorily 
answered the statutory questions snd is pro- 
nounced competent, the party putting such 
juror upon trial must preduce evidence of the 
untruthfullness of his answers and after the 
introduction of such testimony, it is within 
the province of the court ti hear the juror or 
examine him asto bis explanation in the 
premises; the object of the law is to procure 
fair and impartial jurors, and while the 
formation or expression of an opinion u 
mere rumor Will NOL Htucesarily disqualify ao 
juror, yet the character of the expression, the 
sources of information and the circumstan- 
ces under which it has been used are matters 
for the court to consider, in asceriaining the 
existence of bias or prejudice. 

While we recognize the rule governing the 
admission of dying declarations as laid down 
in the Code, section 3728, yet contiguity to 
death and the fixed opinion of the deceased 
that he would die, coupled with the fact of 
his being then dying from compression of the 
brain, notwithstanding the physician's opiu- 
ion, constituted such a condition as rendered 
the evider.ce admis i les bject to the charge 
of the court, and we hold that the character 
of the deceased for wickedness and his disre- 

rl of the laws of God, are to be considered 
4 the jury ; for though a man may have lost 
hope of this world, yet if he bas no belief in 
God, or in divine revelation, while his declara- 
tions are admissable, their weight and con- 
sideration is for the jury.

Ax Iuron reer Deeton.—The United 
States Supreme Court have decided that 
the limitation laws of the Southern States 
were suspended for the fall period be- 
tween the proclamation of blockade of the 
Southern ports of April 19, 1861, and the pro- 
clamation of restoration of Federal authority 
of August 20, 1866. The effect of this decis- 
ion will be to reopen the courts of the Suuath- 
ern States to antiwar claims of Northern 
creditors, and to give vitalitv to oldications 
which have been barred by limitations mer 
the hitherto received ruling of State courts. 
The principle will apply equally to Federal 
and State courts. 


Ra vaaks op THE PLaGuE.—A letter from 
the plague-stricken hy of Buenos Ayres, 
dated May 18th, gives some interesting de- 
tails of the fearful progress of the fever, 
which at one time carried off as many as 800 
people a day. Hearses were seen in all di- 
rections and at all hours, day and night 
There were not bearses enough to carry off 
the dead, so that furniture wagons and other 
vehicies had to be brought into requisition. 
Out of a population of 200,000, Buenos Ayres 
has lost between 15,000 and 25,000 by the 
fever; in other words, nearly everybody died 
who, either from inclination or necessity, 
did not leave the city.
